FEEDING SOYBEANS 
Raw soybeans can be fed to all 
cattle with the exception of young 


‘ calves seven months of age and 


younger. Raw soybeans wil! average 
about 42% crude protein and will 
contain about 19% fat. Soybeans 
can best be utilized by cattle as a 
protein supplement. 

If you feed raw soybeans, you will 
not need to use protein supplement 
or protein molasses mixtures or 
other products. 

According to Dr. D. L. Pritchard 
of the Experiment Station at Quincy, 


“—~ Florida, a regulator can be used to 


limit the intake of soybeans. Either 
salt or peanut hulls can serve as a 
regulator. He suggests two or three 
parts of ground soybeans to one part 
salt. One or two parts of ground 
peanut hulls to one part of soybeans 
can also be used. Feed free choice. 

You can also use whole raw 
soybeans. Brood cows can be fed

GRASS TETANY 

Rainy, over-cast weather will 


help to trigger grass tetany in cattle. 
Heavy milking cows with young 
calves are often the first animals 
affected with this condition which is 
caused by a magnesium deficiency. 

Grass tetany is not a problem 
with stocker calves or dry cows. The 
first sign of the disease is that the 
animal will look and act nervous, 
move stiffly and stagger. Death may 
follow. Prevention is easy. Supply 
extra magnesium to cattle every day. 


This can be done by feeding a 


mineral supplement free choice. 

A one-to-one mixture of trace- 
mineral salt and magnesium oxide is 
most economical. However, cows do 
not like the taste of magnesium, so 
they may not eat enough of this 
mixture. You can improve their 
consumption by mixing equal parts 
by weight of ground shelled corn, 
trace-mineral salt and magnesilum 
oxide. Several commercial products 
are available.

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NAACP Lawsuit Seeks Change In Election Process For County 


A lawsuit has been filed by the 
NAACP on behalf of residents in 
eight Alabama counties, including 
Coffee County, charging that 
at-large county commission elections 
are in violation of the United States 
Constitution because the method of 
election denies blacks a fair voice in 
local government. 

The lawsuit, filed in federal court 
in Montgomery, was filed in behalf 
of residents in Coffee, Crenshaw, 
Etowah, Lawrence, Calhoun, 
Escambia, Talladega and Pickens 
counties. 

The National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP) Defense Fund, as well as 
law firms in Montgomery and 
Mobile, are representing the 
plaintiffs in the suit. 

The lawsuit charges that the 
at-large elections, in which members 
of a county governing body are 
chosen by ail voters of the county 
and not by districts, does not provide 
adequate representation for 
minorities. 

A portion of the suit stated, ‘‘The 
system of at-large elections, with 
numbered posts and majority vote 


requirements -- was originally 
designed and has been maintained 
by the state of Alabama for the 
purpose and intent of adbridging, 
denying and submerging black 
voting strength.”’ 

The lawsuit states that no black 
has ever been elected to a county 
commission in any of the eight 
counties named, and claims that 
each county is operating under 
election laws enacted ‘‘during a time 
in Alabama history when racial 
feelings and prejudices were 
especially virulent.’’ 

The lawsuit further argues that 
the at-large election system in 
existence in the counties violates the 
U.S. Constitution’s guarantee of 
equal protection and asks that a 
federal judge stop the counties from 
holding elections under such 
systems until a new, fairer form of 
government is created. 

Members of the Alabama 
Democratic Conference (ADC), 
headed by vice-chairman Damascus 
Crittenden, presented a _ voting 
redistricting proposal to the Coffee 
County Commission on Oct. 14, 
1985, and requested that the 


commission take action on redistrict- 
ing prior to the June, 1986 primary 
election, 

In the proposal, Crittenden 
requested that the commission 
consider setting a target date of not 
more than 40 days for an attorney of 
commission choice to devise an 
acceptable plan. He also 
recommended that the 40-day 
period, if accepted, begin no later 
than November, 

At the meeting, Crittenden 
requested that the commission agree 
to at least six single-member 
districts and told the commission the 
change from at-large to single- 
member district elections was taking 
place in many counties and cities 
across the state. 

He also asked the commission to 
‘‘provide an opportunity for black 
residents to be elected and also 
provide ample opportunities for 
black leadership organizations in 
Coffee County to have input for the 
development of the plan.”’ 

Crittenden stated it was the goal 
of the ADC proposal to ensure there 
will be at least one majority black 
district that is acceptable to the black 


community. 

A spokesman for ADC said the 
lawsuit was filed when the local 
commission did not meet the 


deadline earlier requested. 


All the counties named in the 
lawsuits have five-member 


commissions except Calhoun (County 
(which has three) and Coffee County 
(with six). 


County Officials Deny Allegations 


Coffee County officials have 
reported they will file a general 
denial of an NAACP-sponsored 
lawsuit seeking the county to 
re-divide its districts to insure black 
representation on the county 
commission. 

In a published report last week, 


county attorney Warren Rowe stated 
the county wasn’t discriminating 
against anyone in its method of 
at-large elections and contended the 
current method was mandated by a 
federal judge. 


Prior to 1971, Coffee County was 


divided into four commission 
districts and the voters in each 
district selected their commission. 
However, a federal judge ruled 
against the method and ordered the 
current system of six commissioners 
being elected at-large to be instated.

Results Of State Graduation Examination Reveal Elba High 


School Students Continue To Show Improvement 


Alabama Supt. of Education, Dr. 
Wayne Teague, released the results 
of the fall administration of the 
Alabama high school graduation 
examination on Dec. 20, and stated 
he was very pleased with the test 
results. 

“The graduation examination is 
the culmination of the basic 
competency program which assesses 
minimum skills in grades 3, 6 and 
9,"' stated Teague, ‘‘and the 
program is designed to help assure 
that high school graduates have 
acquired certain minimum skills 
prior to receiving a diploma. 
Passing the examination is just one 
part of the criteria that is required 
for receiving a diploma; additionally, 


students must also successful 
complete the required Carnegie 
units."” 


In discussing the statewide test

results, Teague reported that of the 
approximately 44,800 students who 
took the test for the first time, 98 
percent of them passed the reading 
section, an increase of one percent 
from 1984 and four percent from 
1983. 

In the mathematics area, 94 
percent of the students passed the 
test, which represents a two percent 
increase over last year and a five 
percent gain over 1983. A large 
increase occurred in the language 
section with 95 percent of the 
students passing, which is a three 
percent gain over 1984 and an eight 
percent gain over 1983. 

For the senior class of 1987 (this 
year’s junior class), 92 percent 
passed all three sections, compared 
to 88.3 percent for last year’s juniors 
taking the test for the first time. 

‘You must realize that these 


percentages of increases in each 
subject area represent more than 
1,000 students passing each section 
of the test this year as compared to 
last year,’’ said Teague. ‘‘It is most 
encouraging to know that more of 
our students are acquiring the basic 
skills as they go through our school 
systems.”’ 

Results for students taking the 
test for a second or third time 
showed that a little less than half of 
them passed the test on their second 
or third try. : 

A cumulative passing rate has 
been calculated for the graduating 
class of 1986, excluding special 
education students, and the results 
show that 99percent of the students 
have passed the reading test; 98 
percent have passed the mathe- 
matics test, and 98 percent have 
passed the language test.

“The results from the local 
school systems are most 
encouraging,’’ added Teague. 


“They are a clear indication of the 
desire and dedication of our local 
school system administrators and 
teachers to assist students in 
mastering this examination through 
good remedial programs.”’ 


‘I am extremely pleased to see 
the accomplishments made by so 
many of our local school systems,”’ 
stated Teague. ‘‘Of the 128 school 
systems included in the program, 51 
increased passing rates in reading; 
84 in mathematics and 91 in 
language. These increases reflect 
positive changes that have occurred 
over last year’s increases. We are 
nearing our goal of having virtually 
every student pass the Alabama high 
school graduation examination.”’

An interesting story Mr. Wildon 
told me about him and Mr. James -- 
he said they were in the service at 
the same time and some boys who 
happened to be in training with him 
were in Mr. James’ camp and they 
asked him if he knew a Wildon 
Bryan, and he replied, ‘I sure do - 
that’s my brother!’’ And so, the 
next day, Mr. James looked him up 
and walked into his tent in the 
Philippines. And that's how they 
happened to bump into each other in 
the middle of a war in the jungle of 
the Philippines. 

Miss Isabel's third child is Orell. 
He is unmarried and lives on the old 
home place in Pine Level. He is a 
disabled veteran, having served 
seven months with the Army at 
Camp Howes, Texas, where he was 
stricken with arthritis 

The fourth child is Wildon, and 
he is married to the former Trudie 
Hudson, who is employed with 
Covington Industries in Opp. Mr. 
Wildon has farmed all his life in the 
Pine Level Community, except the 
two years he was in the Army. He 
was in the Philippines and Japan 
abouta year. He and his wife are the 
parents of four children - Hughie, 
Margaret Powell, Hubert Ray and 
Sandra Prior, and are the grand- 
parents of 12 grandchildren. 

The fifth child is Hazel, who was 
married to Willie Morris Williamson. 
Mr. Williamson is deceased, and 
Miss Hazel is employed in the office 
of a foundry in Brewton where she 
lives and her late husband was 
employed with the ABC Board. They 
have four children -- Carolyn 
Jackson, Dianne Young, Barbara 
and Greg, and she has five grand- 
children. 

Miss Isabel's sixth child is 
Mildred. She and her husband 
James Helms live in Kinston where 
she is a homemaker and he is a 
retired teacher-principal from 
Kinston High School. They are the 
parents of five children -- Bryan, 


Julia Newhouse, Jane Flowers, 
Jenelle and Hugh. They have no 
grandchildren. 


Next to the baby is Lawrence, 
who is a counselor at Graceville High 
School where he-lives and his wife, 
the former Melba Stokes, is a retired 
teacher.

And from their 
words and phrases, one can quickly 
see a picture emerge of a selfless, 
devoted, generous, charitable, 
loving, hard-working, kind person, 
who is a good lady, a good mother, a 
good Christian and a good neighbor. 

When asked if his mother was 
strict, Mr. Wildon laughed and 
replied, ‘She had to be strict to raise 
eight children by herself, ‘cause 
Daddy died and she had to raise us 
by herself. Mama had plenty of 
patience, but she was strict with us. 
She told us once to do something and 
that was enough -- we knew to do it. 
But she disciplined us with love. We 
knew when she told us something 
she meant it. She was a good woman 
and a good mother.”’ 

Miss Maureen said the sweetest 
thing about her mother (and the 
other two concurred); #'When I 
asked my mama something, I knew I 


was going to get the ‘right’ 
answer,"' 
Mr, Wildon remembers his 


mother as a ‘‘nice-looking woman. 
She always wore her hair in a bun on 
top of her head and her face was full. 
She was a good-sized woman. She 
turned gray early, and I remember 
her hair always having gray in it, and 
now it is all gray."

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Continuing, he told me, ‘‘Mama 
good provider and 
anything she had she wanted to 
share it with others. If she had 
anything, she wanted to give you 
half; she was a real good neighbor. 
She got along good with people. 
Everybody liked Mama and they 
enjoyed visiting her and eating her 
good, old-fashioned teacakes."’ 

About hobbies, he said, ‘‘She 
never had the time for a hobby, but 
she loved to cook and she was a good 
cook, She made the best teacakes 
you ever tasted - and cakes.'’ To 
this. Maureen added. ‘‘She loved to 
read the newspapers and stay 
informed about what was happen- 
ing in the world, and she had a good 
memory.”’ Juanita said, ‘I 
remember Mama, when she was 
younger, loved to crochet.”’ 

Continuing down ‘‘Memory

If you select air drying it is 
important to use a rinse agent, 
incoming. water of at least 140 
degrees F, do not overload and allow 
the longest drying time possible.

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ANSWERS TO YOUR BIBLE QUESTIONS 


QUESTION: 

What is Repentance, 
and what does it 
involve? 


Bob Prichard 


Repentance has been called ‘‘God’s hardest command.”’ Real 
repentance is often difficult, because there are so many things which 
can be confused with real Biblical repentance. Some think that 
“‘conviction,’’ or ‘‘awareness of sin,’’ is repentance. While we must be 
aware of our sin, and need for repentance, real repentance demands 
much more, 

Repentance is also not merely being afraid of the consequences of 
one’s sin. James writes (James 2:19)that the demons ‘‘believe and 
shudder."’ Fear of the consequences should urge one on to 
repentance. Neither is being sorry for sin repentance. The jails are 
filled with men and’ women who are sorry they have been caught in 
their crimes, but who have not repented. In 2 Corinthians 7:10, Paul 
writes that ‘‘godly sorrow works repentance.’’ Thus sorrow is 
important, but still not repentance. Even the reformation of one’s life 
is not repentance. A reformed life will be the fruit, or result of 
repentance, 

What then is repentance? It is a change of the will, or mind, and a 
surrender of the will, or mind. It is a change of the will or mind in 
reference to sin against almighty God. When we sin, we sin against 
God. When we repent, we decide that our wills, or minds will be 
surrendered to the Lord. It is no longer our will that is important, but 
the will of Christ. We have given him control of our lives. That means 
we will be sorry that we have sinned against Him, and our lives will 
reflect this repentance. 

For instance, the thief who repents will cease stealing, and do all he 
can to make up for what he has stolen, as Zaccheus did after Christ 
forgave him. In like manner, the person living in adultery, will cease 
Re in adultery, if he has truly repented, and wishes ods the will of 

rist. 

God has always desired and demanded that his people practice 
repentance when they sin agaisnt Him, John the Baptizer, Jesus, and 
His disciples all preached the necessity of repentance. Perhaps as 
clear a statement as can be found concerning the necessity of 
repentance is Paul's statement in Acts 17:30, “‘The times of this 
ignorance God winked at; but now commandeth all men everywhere 
to repent,”’ 

It is not possible to be pleasing to God, nor to live the pure Christian 
life without repentance. One must have a change of the will, a 
surrender of the will to God. And this surrender must be the kind of 
surrender that calls for a reformed life, one that puts away sin, and is 
dedicated to serving God in every area of life. If you have not repented 
of your sins, obey Peter's Pentecost command, ‘‘Repent and be 
baptized every one of you, in the name of Jesus Christ, for the 
remission of your sins’’ (Acts 2:38).

FEEDING SOYBEANS 


Dr. B. G. Ruffin, animal nutri- 
tionist at Auburn, sent information 
recently on feeding soybeans to 
cattle. He said, ‘‘soybeans can be 
used in a mixed ration to furnish all 
of the needed added protein. 
Soybeans can be fed up to about 25 
percent of the total ration. Twenty- 
five percent would meet protein 
requirements. This is considering 
using beans which have 20-30 per- 
cent of what the elevators call 
damaged beans. Soybeans are also 
high in energy because of the fat 
content. If you feed too much, the fat 
content will decrease feed intake and 
will also cause scouring problems in 
cattle."’

certain that you send in a soil sample 
indicating that you plan to plant 
pecans. The laboratory can then 
specify enough lime to bring the pH 
up to around 7.0. 

It is difficult to mix lime in with 
the soil after you plant pecans. So 
get this job done right away. If you 
need supplies to take the soil 
sample, pick them up at your 
agri-business dealer or at the county 
Extension Office. Give lime re- 
quirements top priority. 

Commercial varieties for those 
producing for sale include Cape 
Fear, Cheyenne, Kiowa, Sumner, 
Desirable, Stuart, Forkert and 
Elliott. Cape Fear is an excellent 
pollinator. 

Some of the best pecan varieties 
for home use in this area are 
Jackson, Sumner, Elliott, and 
Melrose. If you are planting a few 
trees for home use, include a Cape 
Fear to help insure good pollination. 


SOIL TESTING 


Lime dealers in Coffee County 
are equipped and ready to do an 


excellent job of spreading lime on 
cropland that needs to be limed. The 
most accurate way to determine lime 
needs is by sending in a soil sample. 
Do not let lime be a limiting factor in 
your production of peanuts and other 
crops this year. 

If lime is low, no matter how 
much nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potash is applied to the soil, your 
crops will not produce up to 
potential. Lime is absolutely 
essential for top yields. Do not plant 
a crop without taking care of your 
lime needs. 


Incidentally, if you have not 
limed your garden recently and do 
not plan to soil test, go ahead and 
put out lime at 50 pounds per 1,000 
square feet. This is at the rate of one 
ton per acre. Do not forget the lime 
needs of lawn grasses such as the 
improved Bermudas, Zoysia and 
other grasses. If you have not limed 
recently, you might want to go ahead 
and spread 50 pounds per 1,000 
square feet on your lawn. Again, the 
most accurate way to determine lime 
needs is by soil test.

TRANSPLANTING PECAN TREES 

Varieties recommended for home 
plantings are Elliott, Melrose, 
Sumner, Jackson. Cape Fear can be 
used as a pollinator. 

Plant trees from the nursery as 
soon as possible to prevent roots 
from drying or freezing. The 
dormant season (December through 
February or March) is the best time 
to plant trees. This allows time for 
the soil to settle around the roots 
before growth begins in the spring. 
Root growth sometime occurs during 
warm periods in winter months and 
plants have a better chance for 
surviving. 

Follow these steps in transplant- 
ing pecan trees: 

1. Dig a hole 24 to 30 inches wide 
and 36 inches deep. Keep topsoil 
separated while digging. Fill the 
hole about 6 inches with a good 
topsoil having a pH of 6.5. You can 
use soil taken from the hole, but you 
will have to get extra soil from 
another area to complete the job. 
caution--do not fertilize the tree now. 

Wait until early spring after‘ growth 
begins. 

2. Place the tree in the eenter of 
the hole and adjust its depth by 
adding or removing soil until it's 
about the samé depth it grew in the 
nursery. 

3. Fill the hole gradually with 
good topsoil until about three- 
fourths full or until you have covered 
the feeder roots with topsoil. Be 
careful to spread the feeder roots out 
as soil is added. Also firm the soil 
around the roots as the hole is filled. 
Finish filling the hole with the 
subsoil taken out when digging the 
hole or use topsoil to complete the 
job, 

4. Apply 4 to 6 inches of mulch 
around the tree. And water the plant 
with 5 to 10 gallons of water if the 
ground is dry. Keep plants watered 
during dry weather, Drip irrigation 
is desirable for good survival of 
young trees. 

5. The hardest job is pruning to 
remove one-third to one-half of the 
plant's top. Your plant will live 
better if it is pruned, because this 
balances the top with the root system 
which was cut back during the 
digging operation. 


Peach Plans 
If you're planting peach trees this 


winter, carefully select tree 
varieties. It is possible to have 
peaches ripening over a longer 


period by choosing a combination of 
varieties. Some peach varieties ripen 
as early as May, while others ripen 
as late as August. = 

Recommended _ varieties _ for 
Coffee County are, starting with the 
varieties that mature in May: Spring- 
crest, June Gold, Maygold, Rubired, 
Sentinel, Harvester, Loring, 
Summergold, Winblo, 
Redskin, Dixiland, and Springold. 
For a white peach use Belle of 
Georgia. 

In selecting an orchard 
consider the following points: 
1. Select soil of at least medium 
fertility with good drainage. 

2. Test the soil before planting and 
apply lime if needed to correct soil 
acidity. 

3. Plant on an elevated site with good 


site, 


air drainage--preferably on a 
moderate slope. 

4. On rolling land, lay out the rows 
on the contour. 

5. Make sure that the site is large 
enough for the purpose, and that 
there will be room to maneuver 
whatever equipment will be used. 
6. In a home orchard, plantings may 
be intergrated into the landscaping 
plan rather than set in regular rows. 
PREPARE GARDEN SOILS 

For garden soils that are low in 
organic matter, now is a good time to 
apply compost, manure or poultry 
litter. However, don’t use materials 
likely to contain troublesome weeds. 
Gin trash and weedy lawn clippings 
often contain many problem weeds. 

Spread woody, undecomposed 
materials now so they will have all 
winter to decay. If materials are 
well-decomposed, you may spread 
them in the spring before land 
preparation. 

Broadcast manure or compost 
about three inches deep, Incorporate 
this into the plow layer when 
preparing land. If you use poultry 
litter, spread it only about one inch 
deep to prevent crop injury. 
PRUNING MUSCADINE GRAPES 
1. Thin out dead, diseased and 
interfering wood. 

2. Remove all canes from the trunk 
except the permanent arms or those 
canes needed to replace damaged or 
dead arms. 

3. Cut all previous year’s growth, 
light brown color back to two to four 
buds.

Smith asked about additional city 
services and noted he didn’t want 
city water if it was the same small 
line serving his two neighbors and 
for fire protection. 

Mayor English repeatedly told 
the group he didn’t anticipate adding 
sewer lines to any area that would 
require a pumping Station --- at least 
not during the present adminis- 
tration, 

English also noted that he has 
been. informed that for Elba to 
achieve the Class 6 five insurance 
rating they would have to sign an 
agreement to take only the older 
reserve fire truck outside the city 
limits. He noted that the lower 
insurance rates would more than 
offset the additional property tax on 
new citizens.

The final bid involving the 
renovation of the Enterprise 
courthouse was on cabinets, and 
TAB Products of Pensacola was 
successful bidder, getting the 
contract over three other prospective 
bidders. 

The state recently allocated funds 
for the installation of elevators in 
both courthouses and, and bids were 
opened at the Monday meeting, with 
Otis Elevator getting the contract 
with a low bid of $47,000. 

Montgomery Elevator was the only 
other bidder, with a quoted price of 
$48,500. The elevators will be 
installed by September, 1986, and 
will be used to aid the handicapped 
in reaching the upstairs courtrooms. 

K & S Exxon was low bidder on a 
service contract for all county cars 
and pickup trucks, over three other 
hidders, and will get all service work 
on vehicles not usually serviced at 
the county shop.
